W. Bates, Walker Clark 
and Harry Morgan, the latter, citizens. 


The hearing resulted in fines of $10 being imposed on 


Hall charged with being drunk and disorderly, Harry Mor- 
gan for being drunk and Clark charged with being drunk 
and disorderly. 


In the cases of Police Officers Ewing and Bates, these 


will be determined on Monday morning at I'O o'clock by the 
police commission. 


• Members of the commission present this morning to 


hear the evidence were P. W. Townes, Guy Walton, J. W. 
Yarborough and the mayor. It is assumed that they will 
meet on Monday and will hear what the officers have to say. 
All of the witnesses for the prosecution are to be back Mon- 
day to give evidence if called upon. 


Last night both Ewing and Bates denied hotly that they 


had been at Marie Tressie's house on the night in question. 
Ewing told the chief that he would fight the case to the bit- 
ter end. Bates says he was in the neighborhood of Marie 
Tressie's house looking for a scrub woman to be hired dur- 
ing a house-moving operation. 


There was no evidence on the part 


of the police officers who answered 
Marie T-essie's call that any of the 
men involved were .at the woman's 
house when they arrived. The state- 
ment'that the two Danville policemen 
were there is that of the woman her- 
self who insistently asserted that Bates 
and Ewing were there and that they 
had beer th»re on -friendly visits" 
before. • "** '» Clark a*l Morgan all 
testified todaj' that Bates and Ewmg 
were not there.

T-be case was delayed owing to the 


failure of Marie Tressie to arrive on 
time. 
While waiting for her, the 
courtroom rapidly filled with an ex- 
pectant throng, while the corridor 
buzzed with gossip about the case this 
ranging from "frame-up" to vindica- 
tion of the police commission, while 
nearly everybody was interested in 
forthcoming disclosures. As soon as 
a few trifling cases had been disposed 
of, Marie Tressie arrived. 
Counsel 


for Police Officers Ewing and Bates 
asked for a continuance until Monday 
of their cases, as there were two 
Important witnesses to be heartJ. 
Mayor Wooding said that he would 
reserve his decision on those cases, 
but he intended to hear the evidence 
of the witnesses summoned for to- 
day. 


When Marie Tressie arrived, she re- 


ported that Kittie Harrison, a vital 
witness for the prosecution, was too 
ill to be present. 
Mrs. Tressie, who 


is about 35 years of age, was '.he 
first witness called to the stand. 
Her story was, in effect this: That 


on Tuesday night late, Hall, Bates 
and'Morgan arrived at her home on 
Liberty Hill. All of them were drink- 
ing. 
They arrived soon after 
11 


o'clock, and knocked on one of the 
windows. She said she asked who it 
was and that the answer she got 
was "You know who it is." The four 
men, she tesdned. continued, to "car- 
ry on," as she termed it, by racing up 
and down the halt She said that 
Hall slapped her In -the-faee-on the 
front porch and that they "all carried 
on right smart." 
Conditions finally 


became such that she suffered a "ner- 
vous breakdown" and for some time 
she did not remember anything. She 
said that she did not drink but the 
state of affairs in her house became 
such that she was overcome. She was 
arojsed by shots being? fired in front 
of her house. Going to the door, she 
said. Hall and Walker Clark had 
revolvers drawn upon one another, 
and this frightened her so that she 
called for officers. 
In the meantime 


the woman had secured her own re- 
volver, and she said that Bates dis- 
armed her. She volunteered . the 
statement that Ewing had been com- 
ing to see Kitty garrison "ever since 
last ChriStmas" and that he paid 
visits about twice a week. 
Bates, 


she said, had been on friendly visits 
several times. 


Under cross examination, she de- 
clared that she had never told about 
Ewing's visits until yesterday, when

Appoints Three Director 


Agents Who Will Travel 
State and &ee That Offl 
cials Live Up to Bespon 
sibilities. 


RICHMOND, March 29.—Declaring 


that the prohibition enforcement sit- 
uation In Virginia has Improved con- 
siderably in the last six months, State 
Prohibition Commissioner H. B. Smltn 
has outlined his plans for using tne 
provisions of the Virginia ouster law 
to make the Old Dominion dry. Fol- 
lowing up an announcement published 
several weeks ago, that he expects to 
get 
behind 
the 
local 
authorities 


throughout the state and prod them 
in 'performance of their duty, Mr. 
Smith revealed that he expects to 
employ four high-class men who will 
have the title of state prohibition di- 
recting agents, who will carry out 
provisions of the ouster statute. 
In connection with this he an- 


nounced that already he had appoint- 
ed H. C. Tyler, of East Radford, son 
of former Governor J. Hoge Tyler, 
as directing agent for the western 
portion of the state. Mr. Tyler's jur- 
isdiction will extend from a line run- 
ning north through Craig, Roanoke, 
Franklin and Henry county, west 
through Lee county. While the other 
three directing agents have not been 
named, Mr. Smith said he has several 
men in mind for the positions. 
• 
"I hope," he eaid, "to establish 


headquarters for one directing agent 
either at AltaVista or Petersburg, Va., 
with jurisdiction over a section In- 
cluding all counties west of a line 
running through Roanoke, Franklin 
and Henry, westward to the coast and 
south of the James river. 
"Another directing agent, is is plan- 


ned, probably will be located at Fred- 
ericksburg. will have jurisdiction of 
all counties north of the James river, 
and east of the Alleghany mountains. 
east to the coast. 
' The fourth directing agent, who 


will work in the counties west of the 
"Alleghanies, probably will have head- 
quarters at Staunton." 
Mr. Smith, in giving this informa- 


tion, pointed out that the state de- 
partment of prohibition in the iuture 
does not expect to conduct raids in 
the state on its own initiative, but will 
assist local officers in raids. 
"Our plan," he said, "is to inaug-
